Smoking 
Is Costly 


Was the recent increase in the 
price of cigarettes disturbing? If 
so, there’s good cheer...for a 
moment, anyway. Mrs. Eugene 
Tutt, chairman of the Education 
Committee of the Orange Coun- 
ty Branch of the American Can- 
cer Society has a refreshing ap- 
proach to the problem of higher 
cigarette costs. 


“Looked at in perspective,” 
she says, ‘‘the increased cost per 
pack is terribly small. It’s noth- 
ing compared to the price you 
pay for smoking in terms of sick- 
ness and death.” 


“The overall death rate for 
those who smoke less than half 
a pack.a day is 40 percent higher 
than for comparable people who 
do not smoke at all. The death 
rate for the two-a-day smoker is 
120 percent higher than for the 
non-smoker. The true cost of 
smoking cigarettes is not the 
$165 or so a year that the pack-a- 
day smoker may spend, but the 
shortened life expectancy that he 
will get.” 


IF A 1915 alumni, now a senior citizen, chose to return to SAC 
for homecoming, he would remember quite a different scene. 
At that time when the college was founded SAC shared the old 
polytechnic high school campus on Walnut Street. Originally an

What’s it like to create your 
own religion, and have people 
accept it? 

David Parker, a freshman at 
SAC, used his imagination and 
devised a self-acclaimed religion. 

While vacationing with friends 
in Cameron, Montana, David 
created the idea of forming a 
new religion. He wrote all his 
ideas on seven tablets of granite. 
Having left these tablets in Cam- 
ron, he laughingly remarked, 
“God only knows what happened 
to them.” 

He proceeded to carry on his

“The Book of Rofester’, a 
series of seven poetic doctrines 
in religious style, was written by 
David.

David, a music major, is a 
violinist studying to become a 
conductor. 

Now in the process of compos- 
ing his first symphony, David re- 
marked, “‘A symphony consists of 
four movements. The second 
movement of my symphony is an 
elegy.” 

He explained, “This elegy ex- 
presses man without God in his 
desperate attempt to magnify 
man’s importance, and eliminate 
the importance of God.” 

“The following movement,” 
he continued, “quotes the 121st 
Psalm. I used this Psalm because 
it was written by a man who had 
found God, and that is what the 
movement expresses — finding

Isaacson Builds Harpsichord 


The mystery of Medieval trou- 
badours, the sinister world of 
Poe, the rapture of Bach, and the 
lover of the arts, all bring to 
mind a mystical implement of 
human endeavor — the harpsi- 
chord. 

According to Eugene L. Isaac- 
son, SAC art instructor, the harp- 
sichord is undergoing a renewed 
rise in popularity. He pointed out 
a fact little known to most peo- 
ple — that the harpsichord, and 
not the piano, was the medium 
“of the late Renaissance and ear- 
ly Baroque composers such as 
Bach and Beethoven.” 


MAJORED IN MUSIC 


Isaacson was a music major 
in his university and graduate 
days, and is an avid player of the 
pipe organ and piano. His con- 
cern has been mainly with the 
pipe organ but he has had much 
experience with the harpsichord, 
including the construction of his 
own instrument. 

“Four years ago I built a harp- 
sichord. Its one mannual.’”’ Such 
a musical instrument no doubt 
seems rather unusual to the lay- 
man and general public, but to 
anyone knowledgible in the world 


of music, the harpsichord has an 
invaluable place in history. 


GIVES RECITALS 


Isaacson has conducted many 
recitals both here on campus and 
in churches. He has composed 
arrangements combining the 
harpsichord and the pipe organ. 


Faculty art shows have, in the 
past, gratefully utilized Isaac- 
son’s talents for background or 
“mood” in their exhibits. The 
present faculty art show, bein: 
held in Gallery 45, inc'udes an 
Isaacson arrangement. He made 
a tape recording of piano music 
to help set the mood of time sus- 
pension. The tape is two hours 
long and took two weeks to com- 
plete.

Although there is yet no ex- 


tensive gymnastic program at 
SAC, Robert Gaughran, Athletic 
Director, re-introduced a tumbl- 
ing program last year. 


The catalogue lists Apparatus 
and Tumbling as a man’s activity 
course. There is no reason that 
it cannot be co-educational since 
no great strength is required. In 
fact, the class now has ninteen 
men and one fetchinz female who 
aids the instructor by demon- 
strating backbends. 


This is an introductory course; 
the first half of the semester is 
devoted to balancing and work- 
ing on sundry “apparati”.

Perhaps Santa Ana College 
and the other “renegade” insti- 
tutions of higher learning in Or- 
ange County won’t have to worry 
so much over the proposed State 
Athletic Committee’s  realign- 
ment confronting them. 

According to official sources, 
the Athletic Departments of the 
many Eastern Conference 
Schools need only prepare to 
travel to the six colleges of San 
Diego in football only. 

Available information states 
that 16 colleges in the coastal- 
south of California will be separ- 
ated into two leagues for the 
football season only. All other 
sports basketball, baseball, 
track, cross country, wrestling, 
tennis, golf, water polo, swim- 
ming, etc. — will be retained in 
the existing conferences. 


The two non-amalgamated par- 
titions, labeled only “A” and 
“B” pending their acceptance by 
the colleges involved, are (A) 
Santa Ana, Orange Coast, Gold- 
en West, Fullerton, Mt. San An- 
tonio, Rio Hondo, San Diego City 
and San Diego Mesa. 

Partition “B” is proposed to 
include Cypress, Riverside, San 
Bernardino, Chaffey, Citrus, 
Grossmont, Southwestern, and 
Palomar. >

The Dons, with a record of nine 
season wins versus six losses, af- 
ford one of the toughest chal- 
lenges being in a tie for second- 
place with Fullerton with a rec- 
ord of three conference wins 
against only one loss apiece. 


Tuesday afternoon, the Don 
poloists were given a swimming 
lesson as the Hornets of Fuller- 
ton stung the swimmers, 10-3. 
Doug Grgg of Laguna Beach 
scored the only points for the 
Dons. Prior to that time,- the 
Dons came from behind to score 
in double overtime their third 
conference win over Chaffey, 15- 
14, on October 17. Bill Zubrod of 
Garden Grove scored the two 
final tallies in the overtime 
match. 


Last Friday, the water poloists 
voyaged to Cypress and drowned 
them, 19-3. Phil MacAulay of 
Santa Ana scored four points and 
Gregg raced for three tallies in 
the match. 

Immediately following, the 
Dons traveled to Santa Barbara 
for the third annual West Coast 
Water Polo Invitational Cham- 
pionships. In this competition, 


the Dons won their first game 
against Los Angeles City on a 
9-2 decision. The second game 
paired the poloists against Chaf- 
fey with the Panthers pulling out 
a close decision, 5-3. 

In the final game of the tour- 
ney, which the Dons were the 
defending champs, Citrus fell 
10-6 to give the Dons the third- 
place laurels.
